SOUTHERN AUTHORS—SCHOOL BOOKS AND PRESSES. 


[The following article was contributed to the New Orleans Picayune by C. K. Marshall, 
of Mississippi. It has been extensively copied by Southern presses, and may be assumed 
to represent, in a degree, the sentiment of the South upon a subject of especial interest to 
our readers. } 

If a dissolution of the Union can be averted, which Heaven grant, 
nothing can contribute more to warding off the blow than for the South 
to put herself in a position to set up house-keeping for herself, and stand 
with “her loins girt about, and her lamps burning,” ready jfor any 
emergency. Thinking men at the North know that a dissolution of the 
Union would stop every factory in the free States, while their operatives

cities where the internal spirits of reckless fanaticism had held their 
orgies, in revenge for the ruin brought upon their duped, deceived, de- 
frauded sufferers. 

They know that, in that event, the ships must forsake their ports: 
capital be transferred to the vicinity of the cotton fields; the course of 


| trade be wholly changed: the copy-right and patent laws be annulled, 


and such commercial treaties be entered into with the European powers 
by the South as would give us repose, and send the manufacturers of 
cotton goods from New England to Liverpool to purchase a bale of the 
raw material, if they could carry on their operations at all. 

If the South drew her patriotism from the arithmetic, she would not 
remain in the Confederacy three months longer. 

But noble patriots—men who would willingly die to cement the 
Union in a true, elevated, constitutional brotherhood—are gradually 
giving up all hopes of its perpetuity. What if that sad catastrophe 
should fall upon us, like an avalanche, that scarcely warns of its ap- 
proach ? What condition would our schools and academies be found in, 
with scarcely a book to study, except such as are written with a view 
to arraying children against their parents, and consequently parents- 
against their children, or such as are printed and published by establish- 
ments which are as hostile to our interests as the maddest fanatic who 
longs for a brand to fire the temple and sanctuary of freedom. The fol- 
lowing statement I extract from your editoriai: “It is a fact that alinost 
every other book now sent from the North, where it is possible to make 
it so, is used as a vehicle for misrepresentation or abuse of us; that 
nearly every school book, especially those used in private establishments, 
contains some of the poison ; and something ought certainly to be done 
to prevent this from continuing. The great remedy, the only true and 
worthy one, perhaps, we conceive to be the establishment of large pub- 
lishing houses amongst us; but the time appears not yet to be fully ar- 
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rived when that can be done in New Orleans, judging from the little 
inclination shown by capitalists to enter upon such undertakings. Yet 
we think they might do so with advantage ” 

The state of the case, as you describe it, is generally admitted to be 
true. 

The great question to be solved is, how can we induce “the estab- 
lishment of large publishing houses amongst us?” 

My plan may not be the best, but I shall continue to suggest it now 
and then till something better is offered. It is for our Legislatures to 
place at the disposal of their Governors from $5,000 to $10,000 to be 
used in the encouragement of the production of home school and text- 
books. Let it be provided that any number of States shall codperate 
together by raising committees to act as umpires, to be nominated by 
the Governors of such States. Suppose ten States to adopt the plan. 
Each State has a committee of say seven; out of that number they 
elect two to act cn a joint committee formed of two of each State com- 
mittee of the ten States. Then we have twenty scholarly, educated, 
enlightened gentlemen composing a committee who shall offer premiuins 
for such works as they want. For instance, they offer $10,000 for the 
best work on moral philosophy, adapted to our schools. It would not 
be many months till such works, perhaps from a dozen pens, would be 
found competing for the prize. 

The day of adjudication arrives. All the State committees have ex- 
amined the several works and given their votes, and the choice is known. 
The announcement is made public. From that day on, not an order 
would be sent for the abolition text-books now used, to the Northern 
publishers. Any printer in New Orleans—the smallest job office—the 
owner of which owns nothing else, and “ poverty hourly staring,” can 
easily afford to pay the successful author, (on time, and nut very long 
time, ) $10,000 for his manuscripts. 

So the author has made $20,000 to start with. And the struggling 
jobber might safely esteem himself in a safe condition, if prudent and 
persevering. For, orders for the book would come faster than he could 
possibly supply them, though he might set a number of Hoe’s steam- 
presses at work. Such a book might not be as good, after all, as the 
committee desired, but it being free from lies, perversions, anti-scriptural 
dogmas, sophistries, and withal, highly respectable, it might be esteemed 
not only safe, but an advancement. And they would see that, the ball 
once in motion, and the authors offered remuneration, and the South 
bent on having her own books, their services as arbiters would not long 
be required. The thing would work its own way. 

Suppose now, the same true of primers, spelling books, readers, geog- 
raphies, histories, arithmetics, works on mathematics, languages, etc., 
etc., and the joint committee pronounces in favor of each as they are 
deemed worthy. Why, sir, within a year or two your city would con- 
centrate an interest or ownership in some four, five, or six such premium 
works, and you would see one or two publishing houses of the largest 
magnitude, and noblest enterprise, engaged in such publications to be 
found in America. 

The fact is we must do something to give a popular guarantee of the 
patronage and sale of our books before we can ask authors and publish- 
ers to hazard the labors of a lifetime from mere patriotic or pious philan- 
thropy in their production. 

Does not the French Academy of Sciences pursue a similar plan? 
Were not the Bridgewater Treatises, and many other most valuable 
works, produced by some such arrangement? 

But, some one will ask, why not let authors publish their books and 
lay them before the people, and leave it to their good sense to judge of 
their merits and adopt them without prizes and the intervention of com- 
mittees? For obvious reasons; to not many of which can we now re- 
fer. But, in the first place, several authors have tried it and failed. 1 
have numerous letters from such writers and know their difficulties. 
Teachers generally want the books for their schools, out of which they 
themselves learned, and sneer at all others—not unfrequently. Then the 
bookseller has a running account at a Northern or Eastern publisher’s, 
and buys on perhaps twelve months’ time, and between the two, the 
new book is kept entirely out of any town or neighborhood where it 
might, under other auspices, find a ready sale and valuable use. 

Besides, an author cannot, nowadays, afford to wait the old tedious, 
tortoise-paced process of letting a book creep into notice and use for the 
benefit of his grandchildren. He must be paid for his labor. Northern 
authors grow independent—rich, indeed, by getting their books at once 
into thousands of schools. 

Now, can a Southern book, printed and published at home, hope, un- 
sided by some efficient method of popularizing it, to get into so general 
@ use as to indemnify the author and publisher in a reasonable length of 
time for their toil? I think not. The stone to balance the grist is not 
only found on the back of the mill-boy’s pony, but in the pulpit, the 
marts of trade, and the school-house. The despotism of habit drives the 
teacher to prefer the books of his boyhood to all others, for boyhood 
with books. I would heap such books, with some abatement, in a gen- 

eral pile, and pray for Omar with his torch, and if he came not at the 
call, I would fire the mass myself, and force the teacher to become a 
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learner as well as the pupil; and both should use the 
by the age. 

Another difficulty is found in the fact that, without some such 
lar guarantee, as suggested, no publisher could atford to stereotype 4 
books as might be offered, and if so, he could only publish thene aga 
expense of the author, who has no influential backing to iv the 
assurance of success; and so feeds the mice with his volume. Gre Gy

books at home, but for printing and publishing them at home, 
having them got out from the press by every railroad and every water 
craft.

There are cart-loads of manuscripts and books all over this region— 
designed for schools and colleges—by the first and best pens of our Sta) 
from gentlemen and ladies as capable as any in America to write such 
books, that may never see light, unless a strong public influence shal} 
breathe upon them the life of energy, of promise and hope. 

The Legislature of Mississippi will act on this matter, I believe, at its 
approaching session. It would have done so last winter, I think but for 
the sudden and protracted illness of the Hon. Wm. L. Sharkey, who 
a warm interest in the matter, and was preparing a bill to introduce 
when taken sick. 

What say the people of Louisiana, and Texas, and Alabama, and the 
other sister States? It will be remembered that the great Commercial 
Convention of Charleston, 8. C., in 1853, recommended the Southern 
States to adopt such a pian. The same resolutions were re-affirmed at the 
convention held in your city in January, 1855, and seven gentlemen— 
among whom were the lamented Senator Dawson, of Georgia; D, F 
Kenner, Esq., of New Orleans; M. T. Johnston, of Texas; Hon. J, § 
Preston, South Carolina; H. W. Hilliard, Alabama, ete.—were appointed 
& comuittee tu bring the subject to the attention of the several Legisl. 
tures referred to. As chairman of that committee, I have done some. 
thing; but I have been desirous of seeing my own State take the lead, 
after which I may take courage for further action. 

One word more and I close for the present, though too much hurried 
with other duties to do justice to this subject at present. 

We shall never have a widely circulated, influential Southern litera. 
ture, until we adopt measures for the-encouragement of remunerative 
rs Let us awake and rise, as surely we must, or “ be forever 
allen. 

Allow me to add, that while no earthly consideration could induce 
me to dabble in politics, my life and my all shall be given to the advance 
ment and up-building of our educational interests by every fair and laud- 
able means in which I can coéperate with the numerous and able friends 
of the canse.

Sate or tue Late E. B. Corwin’s Lisrary.—This very fine and choice 
collection was sold by Messrs. Bangs, Brother & Co. during this and the 
week preceding. The prices obtained have been quite large, and the bid- 
ding for rare books very spirited. Among others which we have marked 
are “The Boston Chronicle” for 1768, with many supplements and extraord- 
nary papers, 4to., $7—rather cheap; “ Monster of Monsters, by Th. Thumb, 
Esq.,” Bost., 1754, a rare tract, $5; some New York City Directories from 
1800, $2 each; a Philadelphia Directory, 1785, $3 50; “R. L., a Letter of 
Advice to a Young Gentleman leaving the University,” New York, 1696, 
$12 50; The “Timepiece and Literary Companion,” edited by Philip Fre- 
neau, from No. 1, March 13, 1797, to No. 79, September 11, $7 50 ; “Virginia 
Gazette, with the — advices,” $16; “ Bibliography, a Poem, in six 
Books,” 8vo., Lond., 1812, very rare, only fifty copies having been printed, 
$2 50, less than had been expected; a copy of the “ Bibliotheca Americans,” 
Lond., 1789, a very searce book, attributed to various authors, $10 25; 
“ Bibliotheee American Primordia; an Attempt towards laying the Founds- 
tion of an American Library, in several Books, Papers and Writings presented 
to the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel,” by White Kennet, 4to., 
Lond, 1713, highly thought of by collectors, brought only $16; a large pe 
per copy, uncut, of Dibdin’s “Bibliomania,” of which only fifty-five copies 
were printed, $17; a number of Dibdin’s books were sold for rather mode- 
rate prices; Ludewig’s “ Literature of American Local History ; a Biblio 
graphical History,” N. Y., 1846, $6; a large paper copy, uncut, of the ‘* Bib- 
liotheea Sussexiana,” was sold for $6; “ Bibliotheca Americana Nova,” with 
memoranda by Mr. Corwin, $11 50; a “Catalogue of the Library of Miss 
Curren, at Eshton Hall,” with three autograph letters, only 40 copies printed, 
$5 25; a fine copy of “ Pantographia,” $5 50; “ A Dissertation upon En 
Typographical Founders and Founderies,” with an Appeudix, very curious and 
searce, $6 50; a copy of Bartlett’s “ Dictionary of Americanisms,” $6 50; 
Horne Tooke’s “ Diversions of Purley,” 2 vols. 4to., half calf, $5 25; & large 
paper uncut copy of the “Opera Omnia” of Isocrates, 3 vols. 4to., Parts, 
Didot, 1782, only $12; Barlow’s “Columbiad,” 4to., best edition, with 


Smirke’s Illustrations, $15; ‘“‘ Legende Catholice ; a Lytle Boke of Seyntlie 
Gestes,” of which only 40 copies were printed, $3 75; a copy of the first edi- 
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tion of “ Rogers’ “ Italy,” 2 vols. 8vo., Turkey morocco, $9; “ Witt’s Reerea- 
tions, Augmented with Ingenious Conceites for the W itiie, and Merrie Medi- 
eines for the Melancholie, with a Thousand Outlandish Proverbs, 2 vols. 
12mo., published at £5 3s., $3 25. The collection was particularly rich in 
old almanacs. A volume containing 20 “* Poor Richard's Almanacks,” pur- 
chased by Mr. Corwin at the sale of the late E. D. Ingrahaw’s library at Phi- 
ee ee ie iis Manan fe 008 Gor hic cabo come peo dawt 
was taken by Mr. Norton, $62 50. years since, 
sess inctnded eighteen copies of “ Poor Richard,” Mr. Corwin gave $12 
each, $216, though, we believe, they were not intended for his own collee- 
tion. The catalogue contained an unusually large list of works on Calligra- 
hy and Stenography. A volume on Book-keeping entered in this division, 
entitled “The Maner and Fourme how to keep a perfecte reconyng, after the 
order of the moste worthie and notable accompte of Debitour and Creditour, 
ete., ete.,” folio, black letter, Lond., 1553, sold for $3 25. “ Finden’s Royal 
Gallery of British Art,” 48 line engravings, proofs before letter, published at 
£80, fetched $50. A Bible, supposed by Dibdin and others to be the second 
edition of the Latin Bible printed at Strasburg, by Eggesteyn, $20; a copy 
of Eliot’s Indian Bible, 2 vols. 4to., was purchased by Norton for $200. This 
Bible is printed in the Natick or Nipmuck language, remarkable for its long 
words. We believe this same copy was some years since for sale by Bart- 
lett & Welford for $40. A copy of the first edition of the Rhemish Testa- 
ment, $20. The gem of the collection was Tyndal’s “Translation of the 
Pentateuch, Sages - we a bead oe by * ang 
i e yere of our Lord, 1530, the XVII. days of Januarii, 8mo, black 
A with numerous curious wood cuts, a superb copy in antique morocco, 
by Hayday, with fac similes by Harris. This volume cost over $100 to bind 
and complete, and is considered the second best copy known. On account of 
some delay in binding, this Bibliographical treasure was not received in time 
for the sale; we understand that Mr. Norton offered $300 for it, but it was 
not accepted. An Illuminated Missal of the thirteenth century brought $12;

Imprinted 
in the year Chronogramically expressed in this seasonable Prayer ;—LorD 
haVe MerCle Vpon Vs,” by George Wither, 1661, $5; “ The Belgick Pissmire 
stinging the Slothful Sleeper, and awakening the diligent to watch, fast and 
tray, &e., 1622, $2 25. “The Boke of the Olde God and the Newe, of the 
Old Fayth and ne a of ra Doctryne and the Newe ; or the Orygynale 

nnynge of Idolatrye,” black letter, very rare, $3. “ Fovr Godlye Ser- 
ierees the Polvtion of Idolatries,” by John Calvin, 1561, $3 25. Da- 
venport’s “ Discourse about Civil Government,” $2 50. “The Rebuke Re- 
buked, in a brief answer to Caleb Pusey, his Scurrilous Phamphlet, entitled a 
Rebuke to Daniel Leeds, &e.

A further ac- 
count of the Tryals of the New England Witches,” by the same, Lond. 1693, 
$6 50. “ Historia der Newen Welt, &e.” Mirburg and Frankfort, 1557, $12. 
There were many volumes of rare pamphlets; one set, 39 in number, chiefly 
political, relating to Colonial difficulties, brought $195. Among Autographs, 
a book of about 300, none very rare, sold for $37. An original letter of Ful- 
ton, referring to the establishment of steamers on James River, $10; one of 
Cotton Mather, dated Boston, 1712, sold for $21. 

A number of orders for the above sale were received from London Book- 

sellers, and purchases to a considerable extent were made for the British 
Museum. 
A Caarves Scripyer will publish, in a few days, the “ Life of Martin Luther ;” 
in forty-eight Historical Engravings, on steel, by Gustav Koenig, with expla- 
nations by Archdeacon Hare. This is a noticeable work, both as respects 
artistic beauty of illustrations, and accuracy of portraiture. The American 
publisher has imported the plates from Germany, and will issue the work in 
very elegant style. 


_, “Letters and Dispatches of Major-General Nathaniel Greene,” to be pub 
lished from the originals in the possession of his family, by his grandson, 
George Washington Greene, are now ina state of active preparation, and 
will soon be ready for the press. Of all the materials for the History of the 
War of the Revolution, there are perhaps none which, after the letters and 
dispatches of Washington, are so important as the letters and dispatches of 
Major-General Greene. 
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As will be observed on reference to our first page, an effort is about to 
be made to elicit the opinion of the Book Trade, upon the subject of an Inter- 
national Copyright Law. We believe the intention is for the present merely 
to obtain an expression with regard to the general principle; subsequently, 
if sufficient interest be manifested, the details of such a law may be discussed. 
There seems to be a desire on the part of the great majority of publishers 
to have some law established by which the business of reprinting may be re- 
gulated, and though many different and adverse views concerning the policy 
of such a law are entertained, there exists a willingness on the part of most 
publishers to make such enactments as may secure to authors an interest in 
their works wherever issued. The Secretary of the Association would be 
pleased to receive communications upon this important subject from any 
members of the Book Trade other than those belonging to the Association.

A new edition of Robertson’s Charles the Fifth, with a continuation by 
Mr. Prescott, is announced. Robertson’s great work, the History of the Reign 
of Charles the Fifth, is nothing more than the history of that reign; at least, 
the author devotes less than four pages to the part of Charles’s life subsequent 
to his abdication. Yet this is, in some respects, the most curious and inter- 
esting portion of his life. But, in truth, Robertson had not the materials 
for writing it. These materials existed only in the Archives of Simancas, 
which, until very recently, have been closed against both the scholar and the 
statesman. 

Dred has not yet appeared in French. Mrs. Stowe has had the work 
translated under her own supervision by an American lady—Madame Pilatte, 
most probably—and offers it to any French publisher for the sum of eleven 
hundred and fifty dollars. Up to this moment there has been difficulty in 
finding a purchaser at that price. 


There is good news for the friends of M. Lamartine, the greatest vine eul- 
tivator in France, as well as for the friends of good “Macon.” The grape 
crop of the illustrious poet is this year magnificent. Around his vine-yards 
the hail had injured the vines: his alone were preserved. It is estimated that 
his crop will reach two thousand five hundred hogsheads of wine! The 
jeurnal which furnishes this piece of intelligence adds, that M. Lamartine is 
retained at Macon by a return of the painful rheumatism to which he is often 
subject. 

M. Proudhon is correcting the proofs of a new work, which will issue from 
the press in February. 

Jules Janin also is preparing a book for the press, but the subject is not yet 
known. 

The “ Book of Mormon” has been translated into the Hawaiian language, 
and a large edition printed. 


Decision on Copyricut.—U. S. Circuit Court-—Edward C. Rogers vs. 
John P. Jewett et al. Chas. M. Ellis for plaintiff ; Sewall and Angell for de- 
fendants. The sixth section of the Act of the United States, respecting copy- 
right passed in 1831, provides that after the copyright of any book has been 
secured, any person who publishes “ any copy of such work,” without the 
written consent of the proprietor of the copyright, shall forfeit every copy of 
such book so published to the proprietor of the copyright, and shall also pay 
fifty cents for every sheet found in his possession, half to the owner of the 
copyright, the other half to the United States. Rogers published a book 
called the “ Philosophy of Mysterious Agents,” of which he secured the copy- 
right. The defendants published a book written by Rev. Dr. Mahan, called 
“Modern Mysteries Explained and Exposed.” Rogers brought a qui tam 
action on this statute to recover the fifty cent penalties, alleging that a part 
of his book was copied into Mahan’s, The defendants demurred to the dee- 
laration. The court (Judge Curtis) held that the penalty given by this sec- 
tion could only be ineurred by publishing the whole book, that it” could not 
be incurred by an infringement of the copyright by publishing extracts, the 
only remedy for which would be a civil action. The demurrer was accord- 
ingly sustained, and the Court held that the defendants were entitled to 
judgment in their favor.—Boston Telegraph. 


Francis Palazky, the well-known Bohemian historian, has, after an un- 
usually long period of silence, just published a work of considerable interest 
to history in general, but particularly to that of the Austrian dominions, It 
is principally connected with the times of Ladislaus, king of Hungary and 
Bohemia, and the evidence relating to his death, Ladislaus, according to 
most authorities, was poisoned in the year 1457, by George von Podiebrad, 
through the instrumentality of his wife Johanna, by means of a dish of 
drugged vegetables. Palazky has in the course of his researches gained 
access to documents hitherto not available, which prove that the youthful 
mouarch fell before the ravages of disease (the plague), and was not a victim 
of foul play. He is supported in this opinion by Dr. Lambl, who contributes 
an appendix to the work to the same effect. Palazky’s style is remarkable 
for the purity and fluency of the language, rather rare with authors apper- 
taining to the non-German states. 


The death of the Countess Catherine Bon Brenzoni, an Italian poetess of 
some eminence, is announced. 
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Tae First Eprrion or Hamter.—Upon this matter which has excited con- 
siderable interest in literary circles, we make further extracts from the 
At : 

More than one student of Shakspeare has addressed us on the new 
reading of the first “Hamlet.” We refrain from a full discussion of the 
newly recovered text until Mr. Halliwell has produced it in his edition; but 
as many persons have seen the copy, and any person may see it by calling 
in Bond Street, we may without breach of confidence refer to the text in 
such general terms as may sharpen the desire for further knowledge. ‘The 
new reading, as it seems to us, consists in the structure of the whole scene ; 
which differs in detail and in form from the enlarged edition of 1604. After 
Hamlet’s death, Horatio says in the later version, 

Now cracks a noble heart ; good night, sweet prince, 

And flights of angels sing thee to thy rest! 
Fortinbras enters, and some fifty tines of dialogue are spoken. In the quarto 
of 1603 these lines are condensed to about a dozen—a circumstance which 
strengthens an old conjecture that this quarto was printed from an actor’s 
copy. The line which has often puzzled commentators— 

And from his mouth whose voice will draw on more, 
does not oceur; and the passage— 


Let four captains 
Bear Hamlet, like a soldier, to the stage, 


reads— 
Let four captains 
Bear Hamlet, like a soldier, to his grave. 

Mr. Jones explains in a calm and completely satisfactory way how the 
first edition of ‘Hamlet’ escaped the National Library. Mr. Rooney’s preci- 
pitation cost him 302. and lost us, for a time at least, a unique literary trea- 
sure— 

“British Museum. Sept. 50. 

“ In the letter which appeared in last week’s Atheneum from Mr. Rooney 
respecting his efforts to obtain the full price for his copy of the first edition 
of ‘ Hamlet,’ he addresses you in the tone of an injured person, and intro- 
duces my name as that of one of whom he has reason to complain. I beg, 
therefore, that you will allow me to explain, through your columns, my part 
in the transaction. Mr. Rooney called upon me, I believe, on a Friday morn- 
ing, and said that he had a copy of the first edition of ‘Hamlet’ which he 
wished to dispose of, and that it had the last leaf, which was wanting in the 
Devonshire copy. I asked him the price, and he said 1002. I then told him 
that I should have no money until the spring, to which he replied that that 
would not signify. Up to this point Mr. Rooney’s statement is perfectly cor- 
rect. I then said that I was extremely busy and that he must leave the book 
with me until next week, which would have been about two days, in order 
that I might have an opportunity of examining it. Mr. Rooney said, ‘I 
should not like to do that, because, you see, it has got the last leaf.’ Upon 
this I immediately returned him his book, asking him, at the same time, if he 
thought I should take out the last leaf. He then said the fact was he was 
going out of town. I replied, ‘ very well, you cannot expect me to give 1004. 
for a book without having an opportunity of examining it thoroughly.’ He 
then asked me if he might bring it again. I said, ‘ certainly you can think of 
it’ During the whole interview Mr. Rooney never offered, as he states he 
did, to leave the book for a reasonable time, nor for any time at all, but de- 
clined to do so in the terms I have mentioned above. For him, perhaps, it is 

unfortunate that he did so, as I should certainly have agreed to give him 
1002. for the book when I had satisfied myself that it was genuine. Had 1 
done so before, I should be unfit for the situation I have the honor to fill. 
“Tam, &e., I Writer Jones.” 
Upon the same subject the following interesting communication appears 
in the London Atheneum of October 25th:—A few copies of the last 
leaf of the newly-discovered copy of the “Hamlet” of 1603 having been 
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issued without my sanction, and being thus prevented from indulging in the, 
rhaps, somewhat too selfish gratification of producing a complete copy for | 
the first time in my own edition of the Poet’s works, I have the pleasure of | 
offering a correct transcript of the missing page for more extended circula- | 
tion to the readers of the Atheneum. They will thus have an opportunity of | 
comparing it with the corresponding portion of the enlarged tragedy, and of 
judging how far the former may be of value in determining the vexed ques- 
tion of the exact character of the edition of 1603, beyond its more obvious 
importance in settling for ever the extent of the deficiency in the reprinted 
copy. It seems to be on the whole of more interest than would have been 
thought probable by any well acquainted with the reprint, and certainly of 
greater importance than I had fancied pussible before I had taken a copy 
and examined it. Thus, the new reading, “ Bear Hamlet, like a soldier, to | 
his grave,” which it would obviously be altogether incorrect to substitute in 
the amended play, agrees with the context of this original, where there is no 
hint “that these bodies high on a stage be placed to the view,” but that the 
scaffold was merely raised for the convenience of the narrator of the “ sad 
story.” Had the quarto of 1603 been, as Mr. Collier supposes, a garbled, im- 
erfect version of the tragedy as exhibited in the edition of 1604, it seems at 
Teast unlikely that the context in such a line should be made to correspond 
with an accidental omission. Again, the two lines, “If aught of woe,” ete., 
appear very unlike a short hand writer’s version of the speech commencing, 
« What is it, you would see? ”—and the same remark will apply to the next 
speech of Fortinbras, and, indeed, to most of the remainder of the dialogue. 
On the whole, it is likely the publication of this single leaf will strengthen 
the opinion, that we possess in the edition of 1603, though it may be in a 
corrupted form, the tragedy as originally composed by the great dramatist ; 
but the subject is worthy of much closer examination than has hitherto been

Tue Lirersry Association oF THE FRrreNDs or PoLanp.—A document hag 
lately been published, to which we beg to direct the reader’s attention. It 
is the report of the Twenty-fourth Annual Meeting of the Literary Associa. 
tion of the Friends of Poland. As is generally known, to be a Friend of 
Poland is historically respectable, two dukes, two marquises, eight earls, a 
viscount, two barens, three colonels, a doctor of divinity, and seven not very 
revolutionary members of Parliament being members of the Society. Last 


‘year, indeed, a Polish princess aided, at a concert held in the Marquis o 


‘Breadalbane’s drawing-room, to assist the Polish cause. ‘Iwo perfectly unex- 
ceptionable amateurs, Sir John Harrington and the Hon. William Ashle y 
then volunteered their performances; there was a lustrous gathering of aris. 
tocracy, two guineas were paid for each ticket, and 485/. 18s. 6d. were the 
net proceeds of the day. Three duchesses, three dukes, several countesses, 
and the minister of a foreign court were among the subscribers, so that we 
may repeat, it is highly respectable to be a “literary” friend of Poland. 
But, after paying our compliments, may we glance at the balance-sheet # 

The income of the Association for the year ending May 3, 1856, was 739%. 
14s. 6d. Out of this, what proportion goes to the relief of the Poles? A 
sum of 479/. is consumed in expenses, leaving 260/., or not much more than 
one-third, to carry out the legitimate objects of the Association. A hundred 
and fifty pounds, therefore, must be drawn from the balance remaining from 
the previous year. The distribution of costs is in this fashion :—For the tem- 
porary relief of refugees, 129/. 8s.; rent and salaries, 215/.; assistance in 
sickness, 218/. 1ls.; messengers’ wages, and attendance at the Chambers, 
54/. 3s. 3d.; assistance to leave this country, 16/. 6s. 6d.; postage stamps, 
postage and post-office orders, 19/. 13s. 5d.; funeral expenses, 27/. 12s. 6d.; 
sundries, repairs, and petty charges, 25. 14s, 9d.; education, 172. 15s. 6d.; 
printing the annual report, 28/. 10s. 5d. The expense of holding publie 
meetings is set down at 62/. 5s.; stationery at 292. 16s, 5d.; newspapers and 
books, 25/. 14s.; reporting the proceedings of the annual meeting, 52. 53; 
coals and candles, 132. 2s 9d,; cab-hire, 14. 13s. 

Thus, the ordinary income of the Literary Association of the Friends of 
Poland is unequal to the ordinary expenditure. ‘The income for the year 
ending May 3, 1856, from subscriptions and donations, amounted to 2460. 
The working expenditure for the same period, exclusive of the relief afforded 
to the refugees, amounted to 479/. The balance from the previous year 
amounted to 369/. Amount bestowed in relief, 4092. Thus, had not the 
Princess Marcelline Czartoryska assisted at a Matinée Musicale, the Literary 
Association of the Friends of Poland would have been a bankrupt affair. Its 
income was not sufficient to meet the expenses of offices and officers. Well, 
then, the concert took place, and 4852. were received. 

The number of Polish refugees in England on the 3d of May last was, as 
nearly as can be ascertained, 639. Of these 157 receive Government allow- 
ances, and three Association allowances, two of the three being mad, the 
other an orphan, ‘“ The remaining 479 refugees” (we quote the report) “do 
not receive any permanent allowance; but are all assisted by the Associa- 
tion, to a very limited amount, in case of sickness attested by medical certifi- 
eate.” It would seem that the executive has imitated the economy of the 
Literary Fund. Here we find 4792. a year expended in the collection and 
administration of 7397; we have chambers, rents, printing, public meetings 
(62/.!), reporting, salaries, &e., consuming far more than the regular income 
of the Association ; so that, taking the whole amount expended during the 
last year, the refugees in England could not, upon an average, receive & 
shilling per man per month from the “Friends of Poland.” We are, indeed, 
glad to learn that “ almost all the refugees are, under ordinary circumstances, 
able to support themselves.” 

We wish to do full justice to the sincere liberality of the noblemen and 
gentlemen composing the Association. We only desire to call their attention 
to this expenditure, which is out of all proportion to their means. They 
have an honorary secretary, and we do think that, for the meetings of the 
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a 
council, private hospitality might provide. At all events, the Sussex Cham- 
pers are not wantec We should like to receive, moreover, an account o 
the emoluments derived from the Society by individuals, and to know “ the 
n why ” 54/. paid to a messenger, is not included among the “ salaries.” 
The Association has no longer a political existence ; if it has now betaken 
itself to simple philanthropy, there is no injustice in asking that the Poles 
should derive as much advantage from it as their “ friends.”——Leader.

Rosert Carter & Brotuers have got out the two first volumes of the 
“ Annals of the American Pulpit,” by William B. Sprague, D.D. This work 
contains commemorative notices of the most distinguished American clergy- 
men of the various denominations of Protestant Christians, from the early set- 
tlement of the country to the close of the year 1855. From the preface of the 
author, we extract some explanatory observations upon the desigu-and method 
of the work: “In the construction of the work, | have had an eye indirectly 
to the history of the church, as well as directly to the biography of its minis- 
ters. I have, therefore, kept each denomination by itself, and have arranged 
the names under each chronologically, so that the gradual changes in the 
ministry can be easily traced, and the progress of the denomination also, so 
far as it is identified with the character and doings of its ministers. A chro- 
nological index is placed at the beginning of each denomination, and an alpha- 
betical index at the close. The work is chiefiy distinguished by two charae- 
teristies. One is that the testimony concerning character, is, with very few 
exceptions, original—it is not only the sentiment, but the very language, of 
the individual who could speak from actual knowledge. The rule, in every 
case practicable, has been to procure from some well-known person or per- 
sons a letter or letters containing their recollections and impressions illustra- 
tive of the character; but where there has been no one living to testify—as 
was uniformly the case with all who died before 1770—I have availed my- 
self of the best testimony of their contemporaries, from funeral sermons, obitu- 
ary notices, &c., that I could obtain. And where, as ina very few instances, 
Ihave not been able even to do this, I have endeavored to substitute that 
which seemed to me to come nearest to original testimony—that is, the opin- 
ion of those who, without having known the individuals, were best qualitied, 
from peculiar circumstances, to form a correct judgment concerning them. 
* * * * * The other characteristic feature of the work is, that it at 
least claims an exemption from denominational partiality. Though I have, 
of course, my own theological views and ecclesiastical relations, which I sa- 
eredly and gratefully cherish, I have not attempted, in this work, to defend 
them, even by implication—my only aim has been to present what I sup- 
posed to be a faithful outline of the life and character of each individual, 
without justifying or condemning the opinions they have respectively held.” 
This important publication is got out in large 8vo. volumes, neatly and plainly 
printed. 
. Lixpsay & Buaxisron issue another volume by Rev. John Cumming— 
The Last of the Patriarchs; or, Lessons, chiefly from the Life of Joseph,” 
of whom the author observes: “His biography is full of interest, rich in use- 
ful lessons, and caleulated to instruct and edify old aud young.” The same 
firm publish “ The Inner Life of the Christian,” by Rev. Frederick A. Rauch, 
edited by Rev. E. V. Gerhart. Dr. Rauch, formerly Professor of Philosophy 
in the University of Heidelberg, emigrated to this country in 1831, and ulti- 
mately became President of Marshall College, Mercersburg, Pa. He died in 
1841, in the thirty-fifth year of his age. Dr. Gerhart, his successor to the 
chair in the college, and editor of the present work, says: ‘ From the time 
that Dr. Rauch arrived in America, he had devoted himself with great assi- 
duity to the st udy of the language of his adopted country, and soon acquired 
a thorough knowledge of its laws and idioms; and, if we except pronuncia- 
tion, he may be said to have mastered nearly all its peculiarities. Hence he 








began to use the English language in the class-room as soon as he took charge 
of the school at York. But when he became President of Marshall College, 
he felt that his duty to the institution demanded something more. He opened 
a regular Sunday Service in the College Chapel for the particular benefit of 
the students, and teok his turn with his colleagues in the public preaching of 
the gospel. As these discourses were elaborated generally with special care, 
aud have frequently been solicited for the press by those who are cognizant 
of their intrinsic value, a number of them were placed in the hands of the 
editor for revision and publication about a year ago, by a relative of the au- 
thor; and the present volume is the result. 


Cuarves Scripner publishes “The Bible in the Work-shop,” by Rev. 
Johu W. Mears. “It is designed in great part for the intelligent working- 
man and mechanie of our day. It is designed for those who, by the toil of 
their hands and the sweat of their faces, gain their bread. It is for those 
who build our railroads; who dig down the mountains and fill up the val- 
leys; who, with forge and mould, with hammer, chisel and lathe, convert 
the crude metal into machinery and into objecta of general use; who rear 
our dwellings, store-houses and public buildings; construct our ships, and, 
by great works, furnish our cities and towns with the necessaries of light and 
water. It is for those who subdue the ground, and who stimulate and de- 
velop its secret power to bring forth seed to the sower, and bread to the 
eater. To this large, deeply-interesting, and increasingly-important class of 
our fellow-men, we chiefly desire to speak. To all, in fact, however the 
may prefer to class themselves, whose daily pursuits call into exercise their 
active powers and require diligent application, in order to success, our mes- 
sage is directed. Not only the laboring man, so called, but the assiduous 
merchant and professional man may be gratified to perceive the friendly re- 
lations of Christianity to labor; or may need to have their own judgments 
corrected and their aims elevated by the conviction that Christianity is a 
Friend to Labor. As truly as the bowed and sun-burnt, and hard-handed 
working man, they need the consolation to be derived from the doctrine 
which, however inadequately, we have sought to unfold and establish in this 
volume.” Mr. Seribner also publishes “Jesus Upon Earth; or, The Story 
of His Birth, Life, Death and Resurrection,” for children. This little volume 
was suggested while the author was a teacher in a Sabbath School, as being 
eminently adapted for youth—at once interesting and instructive. 


Dersy & Jackson publish a new novel by Harriet A. Olcott, author of 
“Tsora’s Child.” It is entitled “The Torchlizht; or, Through the Wood.” 
Also, “ Mormon Wives,” by Metta Victoria Fuller. This is a story illustrating 
the consequences of the Mormon usages with regard to marriage, and urging 
very warmly a refusal on the part of our National Government to admit 
Utah into the Union. The effects of polygamy are portrayed by following 
the fortunes of a married couple from New England to Deseret, where, under 
the law, the violation of the matrimonial relation is permitted. 


Parry & McMirtan publish “The Church and Slavery,” by Rev. Albert 
Barnes, who seeks to demonstrate that the duty of the Church is to oppose 
the system of slavery. The following heads of chapters will show the logical 
distribution of his subject: The general relation of the Church to Slavery; 
the actual Influence of the Church on the subject of Slavery; the position of 
the Church at large on the subject of Slavery; Position of the Presbyterian 
Church before the division in 1838 on the subject of Slavery; the position of 
the New School, or constitutional Presbyterian Church on the subject of Sla- 
very; the constitutional power of the Presbyterian Church at large on the 
subject of Slavery; the duty of the Church on the subject of Slavery; the 
consequences of a proper position by the Church at large on the subject of 
Slavery. The tone of the volume is calm and dignified. 


J. W. Ranpotpn issues “White Acre vs. Black Acre; A Case at Law 
Reported by J. G., Esq., a retired Barrister, of Lincolnshire, England.” This 
is a satirical Allegory, descriptive of the relations which Great Britain holds 
towards the institution of slavery, and of the present condition of the ques- 
tion. ° 

Pupyey & Russett publish “ Mariamne; or, The Queen’s Fate—A Tale 
of the Days of Herod, by E. H. M.” The author “trusts that, in the recital 
of e vents of an awe-arousing epoch in a familiar and interesting manner, 
the gentle delights of the Romance have been effectively blessed with those 
of the Christian Reader.” 


Jorn Munsett has got out the seventh volume of the “Annals of Al- 
bany.” We extract the Preface: ‘This volume embraces the period in the 
City Records in which the first English Church was built. The sturdy men 
composing the Common Council exerted all their energies to prevent it from 
being erected in State-street ; but that especial location had the countenance 
of the Governor. It was in vain that they sent an express to New York with 
a canoe to consult two eminent counsellors! the building went on in spite of 
the arrest of the workmen, and was completed. It was also an era of specu- 
lation in real estate. The authorities began to permit lots to be sold and 
houses to be erected without the walls of the city. There was at the same 
time a mania for farms at Schaghticoke; and the Common Council having 
weighed the matter profoundly, and determined to gratify the capitalists in 
this popular scheme, to a limited extent, eight farms were drawn by lot out 
of the Mayor’s hat! Among those who were so fortunate as to secure one of 
the lots so cautiously Coled out, was Johannes Knickerbacker, whose posterity 
have ever since held au eminent ow there. The Notes from the News- 
papers embrace the era of the building of the Erie Canal. A newspaper 
critic pronounces these awfully diffuse. On consulting several persons whose 
judgment it was though: safe to confide in, all fears have been dismissed on 
thai point. The work having now reached its seveuth volume, and there be- 
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ing but little increasing demand for it, the critie may have formed a just con- 
clusion, viewing it in the light of a successful speculation. But the project 
of its ——— was not conceived as a source of profit, nor has it been con- 
tinued with any such expectation. The number printed is very small, and it 
is pretty much determined to reduce the edition of the next volume to the 
actual demand.” 

Suetpoy, Braxeman & Co. publish “ Notes on the Principles and Prac- 
tices of Baptist Churches,” by Francis Wayland. The papers of which this 
volume is composed, appeared originally in the Examiner, over the signature 
of “Roger Williams.” “The main object of the author has been to present a 
popular view of the distinctive belief of the Baptist denomination, and to 
urge upon his brethren a practice in harmony with their profession.” The 
same house publish “An Etymological Dictionary of Family and Christian 
Names, with an Essay on their Derivation and Import,” by William Ar- 
thur, M. A. 

Lirrtz, Brown & Co. have got out six more volumes of their uniform 
Library Edition of British Poets. These contain the Poetical Works of Tho- 
mas Moore, as collected by himself. We have already spoken of the great 
merits of this excellent series. 

Catvin Brancuarp sends us an edition of Volney’s “ Ruins,” and “ Astro- 
Theological Lectures on Free Masonry.”
